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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Seaton  Valley  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health  and 
sanitary  conditio.ns  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  December  I963. 
The  population  diminished  slightly  from  25,950  to  25,930,  this"  in  spite  of  an 
increase  in  the  birth  rate.  This  indicates  a  drift  of  population  away  from 
the  area,  which  is  no  doubt  related  to  the  closure  of  mines.  This  trend 
should  be  reversed  shortly  with  the  building  of  Cramlington  Now  Town,  and  its 
associated  industries.  In  the  years  ahead  the  population  will  rise  rapidly, 
with  an  influx  of  up  to  45 >000  people.  This  will  bring  new  problems  to  the 
area,  but  it  also  gives  the  Council  a  unique  opportunity  to  develop  a  town 
free  of  atmospheric  pollution,  and  overcome  public  health  dangers  which  are 
so  difficult  to  eradicate  in  the  older  tov/ns  in  this  part  of  the  country, 

\7ith  the  introduction  of  smokeless  heating  and  the  paper  sack  method  of  refuse 
collection  which  the  Council  intend  should  be  used,  the  nev;  toxm  should  be  a 
clean  and  pleasant  residential  area. 

The  health  of  the  present  population  remains  good,  infectious  diseases 
remaining  at  a  lo¥/  level,  with  the  exception  of  measles,  which  caused  296 
out  of  a  total  of  312  cases  of  infectious  disease.  There  were  no  cases  of 
poliomyelitis,  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever,  smallpox,  meningitis  or  diphtheria 
during  the  year.  Immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  poliomyelitis  continues  to  be  given  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  and  a 
total  of  9 >842  persons  have  nov;  completed  a  course  of  immunisation  against 
poliomyelitis,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
of  1908  per  thousand  live  births  is  lov/er  than  last  year  and  lower  than  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

The  main  cause  of  death  is  once  again  coronary  thrombosis,  42  males  and 
20  females  dying  from  this  cause  during  the  year.  Cancer  remains  the  second 
commonest  cause  of  death,  cancer  of  the  lung  being  the  main  form  of  this 
disease,  and  accounting  for  16  deaths.  It  is  v/orth  noting  that  all  these 
16  were  males.  No  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  took  place  among  females. 
This  is  undoubtedly  linked  v/ith  the  smoking  habits  of  the  sexes,  it  having 
been  conclusively  proved  that  cancer  of  the  lung  is  associated  with  cigarette 
smoking,

Slum  clearance  continues  and  the  old  colliery  terraces  continue  to  be 
demolished  and  replaced  by  modem  Council  houses.  Nevertheless,  much  slum 
clearance  vrork  remains  to  be  done,  and  it  will  continue  to  engage  the 
attention  of  the  Health  Committee  for  some  years  to  come,  before  they  feel 
satisfied  with  the  overall  standard  of  housing  in  the  district, 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  in  all  matters 
affecting  the  health  of  the  public,  and  also  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  Health  Department  staff 
for  their  willing  assistance  throughout  the  year.
